lionaire and sportsman, and Albert 
IL Full, former secretary of the in­ 
terior. to prison on charges of con­ 
spiring to defraud the government 
in making the Teapot Dome naval 
oil reserve lease. 


Owen 
J. 
Roberts, 
government 
counsel, 
definitely 
announced 
lie 
would ask for a new trial for J a n u ­ 
ary. 
He Bot Hied defense counsel 
informally immediately after court 
adjourned. 
His original intention 
Was to make the motion in open 
court today, but the Judge adjourned 
the session before he could speak. 
Roberts will present his request to 
the judge privately later in the day. 
The trial ended 
dramatically 
in 
its 13th day as a result of four affi­ 
davits 
submitted 
by 
government 
counsel that one Juror boasted he 
* x pee ted to profit from an acquittal 
and that 15 or 16 Burns detectives 
were dogging the footsteps of jurors, 
making contacts with their friends 
end acquaintances, and investigat­ 
ing their financial standing. 
One 
affidavit charged Sinclair was 
the 
real employer of the detectives. 
Justice Siddons advised Juror Ed­ 
ward Kid well of the fact that two 
affidavits 
made 
charges 
involving 
him, which he was at liberty to e x ­ 
amine. 
Then he reviewer his con­ 
sideration of the government charges. 


“ The jury panel is 
discharged,” 
Siddons said at 10:20 o'clock, after 
which court adjourned. 
Within half an hour 
after 
the 
jury was discharged, Kidwell was 
summoned before the grand jury in- 
vestlgatlng the Jury tampering ef­ 
forts charged by 
the 
government. 
The young leather worker, after de­ 
nying to reporters that he made the 
damaging statements attributed 
to 
him in government affidavits, went 
immediately to the district attorneys 
office, a few feet from the grand 
Jury room. 
The other eleven jurors. 
ii is understood, have been summon­ 
ed to appear before the grand jury. 
At the opening of court, Siddons 
ordered the jury brought in to hear 
for the first time of the sensational 
charges of jury tampering which had 
been laid before Siddons yesterday 
morning. 
Harry F. Sinclair came 
jauntily into court and was smiling. 
He was followed soon by his co-de­ 
fendant, Albert B. Fall, former secre­ 
tary of the interior. 
For IO minutes Justice 
Siddons 
talked of the charges 
which 
had 
brought to a sudden and unforeseen 
end the government's attempt to con- 
x jct Fall and Sinclair of conspiracy. 
His talk done, he dismissed the Jury 
and another of the steps in the long 
chain of the oil case was temporar­ 
ily ended. 
Justice Siddons declared that the 
wide publicity given the affidavits 
on jury tampering furnished “addi­ 
tional reason” for his declaring a 
mistrial. 
Juror Edward Kidwell, whose talk 
of expectation of receiving a “ car 
as long as this block ' in event of 
an acquittal, was one of the bases of 
the mistrial, did not leave the court 
room with the other jurors. 
He was pale as he waited beside 
the government counsel, 
Owen 
J. 
Roberts and Atlee Pomerene. 
Asked if he had anything to say. 
Kidwell replied: 
“No. not at this time.” 
Asked by reporters if he had any 
conversation with Don King and J.

“Legends and stories of long ago I 
still haunt tho shores of that ‘sacred 
stream.' 
the 
river 
St. 
Lawrence. 
which was Hie first highway into the 
unknown continent of North Amer­ 
ica, the .Middle West. A panorama of 
mystery and beauty was unfolded to 
tile 
early-day 
explorers, 
such 
as 
Jacques Cartier, who sailed down the 
river forty-three years after America 
was discovered. 
“After leaving that

venturers and pirates; then comes 
the isle of Bacchus, so named by Car­

conies tim lofty crags guarding the 
entrance to dark and austere Sague­ 
nay river. This is a region wherein 
was erected the first church iii Amer­ 
ica, recalling tile very origin of Cana­ 
dian history. 
Most Ancient Legend. 
“I shall give a few of Hie legends 
of the 
country 
traversed 
by

mighty river. 
“Two heroic figures, John Norton, 
a famous trapper of olden days, and 
Alia, last descendant of Hie Iberian 
or Basque people, appear iii the most 
ancient of nil Canadian legends.
